Police Department—Leo F. Delaney, John J. Buckley and Joseph J.

HIGHWAY—This year new highway construction included 

Pemberton Street from Robbins Road northwesterly 
to the end of acceptance, South Street from Clinton Avenue to 
the Kerr Residence, Smith Avenue, Clinton Avenue, Page Avenue, 
Robbins Road from Elm Street to the V.F.W. Home, Marion Street, 
a section of Lewis Avenue, a section of Bowker Street and West 
Street from the Neponset River to a point beyond the residence 
of James Sullivan. 

Smith Avenue, Page Avenue, Robbins Road, Marion Street 
and a section of Lewis Avenue were scarified, reshaped, graveled 
and tarred to a width of 24’. 

Pemberton Street, South Street, Clinton Avenue and the 
section of Bowker Street construction consisted of a 24’ tar and 
gravel roadway with proper drainage provided. 

Kendall Street Extension was rebuilt this year and provided 
with proper drainage. 

The West Street Construction extending from the Neponset 
River to beyond the residence of James Sullivan was rebuilt this 
year. The section from the Neponset River to Spring Street con- 
sisted of a bituminous concrete approximately 26' wide. From 
Spring Street to the Highland Sand and Gravel Company con- 
sisted of a mixed in place stone surface and from the Highland 
Sand & Gravel Company to the end of the construction consisted 
of a tar and gravel roadway 24' wide. The section from Spring 
Street to the top of the hill is 30’ wide and curbed on the southerly 
side in order to prevent shoulder scouring. Four separate drain 
installations were installed on this section and the shoulders 
loamed. 

The following streets were cleaned, patched and then resur- 
faced: East Street from Kendall Street to Plimpton Street, Common 
Street from Main Street to Washington Street, Lewis Avenue 
southerly from Common Street to the end of the penetration, School 
Street from Common Street to Stone Street, Stone Street from 
Main Street to School Street, William Street from Main Street to 
the end of acceptance, Washington Street from the Hollingsworth 
& Vose Office to the Norwood Line, Riverside Place from Common 
Street to the end of penetration, Clapp Street's entire length, Ellis 
Street northerly to the end of penetration, Pleasant Street from 
Wolcott Avenue to Moose Hill Road, Rhoades Avenue from Wash- 
ington Street to Wolcott Avenue, Wolcott Avenue from Union 
Street to Pleasant Street, Diamond Street from Stone Street to the 
Blessed Sacrament Church, Washington Street Extension, South 
Walpole from Water Street to the residence of James Lindsay, 
Bonnie Street from Carpenter Road to Common Street, Pocahontas 
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Street from Common Street to Ossipee Street, Hutchinson Road 
from Carpenter Road 280’ southwesterly and Clark Avenue from 
Common Street to the end of penetration. Summer Street from the 
Railroad Crossing to the residence of Roy Argood and Fisher 
Street from the residence of John W. Fulton 1850’ northerily was 
surface-treated by mixed-in-place. This treatment was applied by 
machine and both of these roads were widened materially by 
this operation. 

Upon the completion of Marguerite Road, Carpenter Road, 
Bonnie Road and Hutchinson Road within the Edgewood Homes 
Development and the Pocahontas Street Development by the 
Lewis Realty Company one application of tar was applied to 
these streets in order to hold them throughout the winter. Sealing 
coats will have to be applied next year. 

Following the completion of the construction of Winthrop, 
Haynes, Bellingham, Dudley and Vane Streets within the Vet- 
erans’ Housing Project these streets were penetrated, later sealed 
and consists of a 24’ tar and gravel roadway. 

Upon the completion of the 12” water main from Pleasant 
Street to the stondpipes on High Plain Street and a section of the 
road between Polley Lane and Pleasant Street were graveled, 
resurfaced, scarified and tarred. Pilgrim way from Polley Lane to 
Washington Street was repaired in a similar way. 

Brush was cut on the following streets: North Street, Fisher Street, 
West Street, Washington Street, Pine Street, South Street, and 
Lincoln Road from West Street to Granite Street. 

Sidewalk construction consisted of the installation of a new 
concrete sidewalk on the easterly side of Main Street from Stone 
Street southerly to Common Street. This new sidewalk was rein- 
forced with granite curbing. A five foot bituminous concrete side- 
walk with aprons was installed on High Plain Street from its inter- 
section with East Street to the Old Post Road. Resurfacing of old, 
dangerous concrete walks was completed in several parts of the 
Town and repairs made to sunken slabs and aprons. 


EQUIPMENT—During the year the Town purchased one John 

Deere Tractor with attachments for loading snow. 
With the exception of the Austin Western Grader, the 1939 
Chevrolet pick-up truck, a 1941 pick-up truck and a 1919 tractor, 
all other equipment apears to be in a satisfactory condition. Arti- 
cles have been inserted in the Annual Town Meeting Warrant for 
the coming year to replace this equipment. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE — The 

construction of Washington Street from the end of the 1949 
construction northerly to a point approximately 700’ southerly of 
High Plain Street at a cost of approximately $18,000 was com- 
pleted. At the Annual Town Meeting an appropriation of 
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$10,000.00 was made for this construction. One-half of the cost 
having been allocated from the State Highway Fund. This con- 
struction was executed by contract. Bids were received and 
opened by the State Department of Public Works. The following 
bids were received:

The contract was awarded to the A. Emma Construction 
Company, 25 Albee Street, Fitchburg, Massachusetts in the 
amount of $17,571.40. Construction of this particular job consisted 
of a mixed-in-place roadway, thirty feet wide. In order to secure 
proper drainage for this road it was necessary to extend the drain 
from the Country Club Pond through Peach Street to Washington 
Street. An appropriation will be requested at the next Annual 
zoWe Meeting for the completion of this roadway to High Plain 

treet. 

For the maintenance of Chapter 90 Roads the State and 
County made grants of $1,000.00 each. The Town also appropri- 
ated $1,000.00 and the following work was completed: All catch 
basins and drainage outlets were cleaned on all Chapter 90 
Roads. Shoulders on Elm Street were reinforced with accompany- 
ing fence repairs. The following streets were resurfaced: Common 
Street from Main Street to the Old Colony Railroad Bridge and 
from Shawnee Street to Washington Street and East Street from 
Kendall Street to Plimpton Street and brush was cut on Elm 
Street, West Street and Washington Street. 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS—The entrance to the Bird School 
grounds off Washington Street 
was widened this year. Two large Elm trees were removed, the 
area between the sidewalk and drive was excavated, graveled 
and surface treated with bituminous concrete. This construction 
has materially improved the egress and exit to and from the school 
grounds. 
A play area at the rear and a parking area at the south end of 
the Fisher School was graded and surfaced which corrected a 
hazardous condition existing there. 
In addition to maintaining lawns, tree belts, school grounds, 
commons and the removal of ashes regularly from all Public 
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Buildings, this department aided the Highway Department in 
loaming the shoulders of West Street and the sidewalk on High 
Plain Street. 

The Hockey Rink at Memorial Park was repaired, loamed 
and seeded ond a water service was provided to spray the rink. 

Through the co-operation of the Walpole Business Mens’ 
Association a Christmas tree in the Center, one at South Walpole 
and decorations at the Town Hall maintained the Christmas 
Spirit as has been our regular practice. 

The swimming pool was operated again this year with gratify- 
ing results and we were fortunate in securing Gerald Desrosiers 
to assist the Supervisor, Mr. Graney and Miss Natalie Kemp. 
Mr. Graney’s report will be found elsewhere in this report. 


TREE DEPARTMENT—This year our elms along the highways 

were sprayed twice and in two isolated 
places three times. During the early part of the year some creosot- 
ing of Gypsy Moths was executed and dead trees were removed 
throughout various parts of the Town. Considerable thinning of 
dead branches was also completed. The Dutch Elm Disease con- 
tinued to increase this year throughout the State. Eighteen trees 
affected with this disease were discovered in Walpole this year 
and these trees were removed and burned. The Dutch Elm Lab- 
oratory at Amherst finds that foremost in importance of controlling 
the Elm Bark Beetle, the disease carrier, is concentrated applica- 
tions of D.D.T. Application by helicopter is proven far superior 
to any other method for dispensing this controlling agent and this 
source of application was used. 


TOWN FOREST—The Massachusetts Forest and Park Associa- 

tion has for many years sponsored a confer- 
ence of Town Forest Committees in October of each year. This 
year the afternoon session was devoted to a trip through our Town 
Forest and the interest shown was gratifying. The area between 
the High School and the Neponset River, fire lines along the 
paths and a section off Washington Street adjacent to the Public 
Works Dept. were trimmed and cleaned. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT—Lateral sewer construction completed 
this year is as follows: 

300 lineal feet 8"’ pipe on Lewis Avenue 

389 lineal feet 8"’ pipe on Neponset Avenue 

201 lineal feet 8’’ pipe on Neponset Avenue Interceptor 

367 lineal feet 8" pipe on Right of Way off Neponset Avenue 

This construction was executed by contract by the low bidder, 

Dominic DiPietro & Son in the amount of $8,084.04. 

All 5" service connections were installed from the mains to 
the street lines. 
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This construction is a total of 1257 lineal feet added to the 
system this year and makes a net total length of our system 
77357.5 lineal feet or 14.65 miles excluding house connections. 

Thirty-two house connections were completed making a total 
of 541 connections to our system. 

Several mains and four house connections were cleaned 
and flushed during the year. 


BUILDING REPAIRS—In addition to our regular maintenance, 
major repairs completed during the year were as follows: Bird 
School, corrected ventiliation of classrooms, auditorium and cloak- 
rooms, repaired roof over auditorium, repaired gutters on front of 
building, installed ten new columns at front entrance, installed 
two new hot water heaters in two toilets, repaired vacuum pump, 
replaced four exit doors and installed new ceilings in cloakrooms 
and one stairwell. Fisher School—whitened ceilings, repaired 
flushometers and made temporary roof repairs. High School— 
painted exterior, pointed steps to auditorium, repaired wall on 
front, installed new stairtreads, repaired vacuum pump, repaired 
portion of slate roof. Town Hall—painted exterior and repaired 
tower clock. South Walpole Fire Station—painted outside doors 
and installed oil burner. 

This department repaired and painted fences in various loca- 
tions throughout the Town and painted all traffic lines. 

At the close of the year Frank Kivlin retired from this depatt- 
ment. Mr Kivlin served over twenty years of efficient and 
conscientious service to the Town and will be missed by his 
associates.

Major electrical services this year consisted of replacing 
underground cable to the Center Traffic Signal, installed electric 
water heater in Town Hall, installed new electrical conduit system 
for police radio and emergency circuit, moved overhead telemeter 
wires back along Washington Street for new road construction, 
installed two electric water heaters at the Bird School, removed 
and replaced all closet fixtures at the Bird School and installed 
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new lights in unlighted closets, rewired water pump house at 
Town Buildings on Robbins Road, installed new service and 
electric range at V.F.W. building, revised the service board at the 
Fisher School, rewired overhead light circuits at the High School 
damaged by water leaking in, installed return pump at the Plimp- 
ton School, checked the entire electrical system at the pumping 
station for loose connections and wear and rewired electric range 
and installed plugs for sewing machines at the Bird School. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT—Doctor Francis J. Allendorf administered 

this department with the same efficient 
results as in previous years. The duties of this department 
increased this year due to additional inspection services required 
to properly maintain health standards. 

The Town Dump has been maintained as usual. Garbage 
has been collected regularly and efficiently. 

At the beginning of the year six cases were hospitalized at 
the Norfolk County Hospital and at the end of the year but four 
remain for treatment. The Health Officer's Report will be found 
elsewhere in this report. 


PURCHASING DEPARTMENT—The preparation of contracts and 
specifications to supply necessary 
materials and execute essential contracts required most of the 
time devoted to this department during the early part of the year. 
As the year progressed the time lag between the placing of 
orders and deliveries increased. This was especially noted in 
securing metal products. However, by placing our orders early no 
serious delay affected the efficiency of any department. 


WATER DEPARTMENT—Due to building activity combined with 

regular maintenance and construction 
of additions to our system, the department had a very busy pro- 
gram to carry out and additional personnel had to be added to 
the department. 

Studies were started this year of the present and future water 
supply requirements, the adequacy of the present source of 
supply and measures to provide a new ground water supply from 
a gravel wall well or wells if feasible, the adequacy of present 
pumping equipment and its suitability for future requirements. 
These studies are being made by the engineering firm of Fay, 
Spofford and Thorndike of Boston and when completed will report 
the steps needed to improve the adequacy of the water main 
distribution system; also recommendations for new facilities, 
including a ground water supply, pumping capacity and water 
distribution pipes and appurtenances together with a master plan 
of proposed improvements in the water work system and cost 
estimates for the improvements. 
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Two lines of wells on the northerly side of Washington Street 
were replaced, four services renewed and one hundred and sixty 
new services installed which number surpasses our record for 
any one year. 

The following mains were added to the system: 

760 lineal feet 6’ main on Coolidge Road 
1260 lineal feet 6’ main on Lewis Park Drive 

575 lineal feet 6’ main on Page Avenue 

690 lineal feet 6” main on Pocahontas Street 
2300 lineal feet 6’ main on Carpenter Road 

280 lineal feet 6’’ main on Hutchinson Road 

300 lineal feet 6’ main on Marguerite Road 

510 lineal feet 6° main on Bruce Road 

297 lineal feet 6” main on Charlesgate Road 

37 lineal feet 6’ main on Raymond Street 

493 lineal feet 6’ main on Grant Avenue 
4800 lineal feet 12’’ main on Old Post Road 
2040 lineal feet 12’ main on High Plain Street 

This construction added 2.53 miles of main to our system. 

Hydrants were added as follows: 

One on Coolidge Road, one on Lewis Park Drive, one on Page 
Avenue, one on Pocahontas Street, one on Grant Avenue, one 
on Washington Street, two on Carpenter Road, one on Bruce Road, 
one on High Plain Street and four on Old Post Road. Ten hydrants 
were raised, repaired and painted. 

The total amount of water pumped for the year was 489,497,- 
000 gallons, an increase of 9,419,000 gallons over last year. 


SCHOOL DENTIST . .

During the past year three additional men were appointed 
to the Department to provide additional protection, allowing two 
men in a cruising car covering the Town especially in the 
dangerous hours at night, and covering the station 24-hours per 
day. 

This system has worked out very well, and crime is at a low 
level in comparison to surrounding towns with only three cases 
being unsolved. The guility persons are known to the Police 
Department who are unable to locate them as yet. 


All Officers of the Department were given several hours of 
revolver and target practice during the summer months, through 
the kindness of the Walpole Sportsmen’s Club allowing the 
members of the Department to use their out-door rifle range on 
Lincoln Road under the direction of Kurte Groote, formerly a pistol 
expert in the U. S. Navy. )

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A refresher course of instruction in the use of the Resuscitator 
during the summer was given to all members of the Department 
by First Aid Instructor Joseph McAuliffe of the Norwood Fire 
Department. This proved very valuable in four different cases 
during the year where the Resuscitator was needed. 

Due to increased traffic on our highways many restrictions 
on parking had to be put into effect to control traffic and give more 
people a chance to park for a short period of time and do business 
in Town. 

The plan has worked out very well, and I am deeply grateful 
to all the motorists who have cooperated in the enforcement of 
the restrictions for the welfare of all persons concerned. 

Because of the large area of our Town the police cars covered 
94,576 miles on Police Department work which has increased due 
to new roads, developments, and additional population. All who 
call the police station on any emergency are prompily assisted. 

Again I would recommend that provisions be made for a 
detention room to take care of female prisoners and juveniles, 
as the law does not allow these people to be locked in a cell 
room. 

In closing I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
members of the Department, the Board of Selectmen, the Town 
Engineer, his staff, the Town Counsel, and the Citizens of the Town 
for the splendid cooperation given me in handling the police 
problems and protection of persons and property during the past 
year.

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BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 
AND BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE ... 


Your Board of Public Welfare is pleased to report that the 
budgets approved by Town Meeting were adequate for the needs 
of recipients during the year of 1950; unlike some types of expendi- 
tures, welfare is a matter of emergency need and the law provides 
the conditions under which aid must be given and it is seldom 
possible to anticipate the needs as closely as this year past 
proved. 


The voters of the Town of Walpole — in common with the 
other voters of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts — voted to 
change the classification of those eligible for Old Age Assistance. 
At this time your department is unable to determine whether the 
vote will become law. In the event that the Supreme Court rules 
that the law is constitutional the taxpayers of Walpole will be 
required to submit to a substantial increase in taxes to provide for 
this extended coverage. 


Effective January 1, 1950, the personnel of the Department 
were required to qualify under Civil Service, excepting of course, 
the members of the Board, acting in an advisory capacity. The 
law sets up definite requirements for performance; all files are 
subject to audit by both the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
Federal Government administrations and the number of people 
employed must conform to the requirements of the Commonwealth 
regulations. Request was made for an assistant to be supplied 
from the list of those who had qualified for this work under Civil 
Service; however, as none were available your local Board was 
permitted to employ (Mrs.) Harriet Erickson, whose training and 
experience offer exceptional qualifications. 


During the year one recipient of Old Age Assistance 
requested appeal from the decision of your local department. This 
appeal, having been heard, the decision was rendered in favor 
of this department, thus indicating adherence to the laws pertain- 
ing to administration of this type of assistance. The law provides 
a right of appeal for all recipients of Aid To Dependent Children 
and Old Age Assistance. 


The rising cost of living necessitates changes in the budgetary 
standards as promulgated by the State Department. These 
changes are made by the State Department and your Board under 
the law cannot add to or subtract from the budget as approved by 
the State. However, any change in circumstances of a recipient 
should be reported immediately to your Board in order that all 
possible benefits may be obtained. 
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May we, at this time, take the opportunity of thanking all who 
have assisted this work of the Department of Public Welfare; in 
this, we extend our grateful appreciation to Town Officials, various 
Town Departments, private and public organizations and last — 
but not the least — the recipients of assistance.

During the year 1950, there has been considerable improve- 
ment in health conditions for this community. There has been 
prompt action generally on the part of citizens in removing nui- 
sances and where there has been improper drainage either the 
source of trouble has been cleaned out or connection made with 
the sewer.

In regard to contagious diseases, there was a decrease as 
reported in all types, as was the same throughout the state 
according to the monthly report to this office. Cases were reported 
promptly by our local physicians and in turn were reported to the 
State Health Department however, there were reports that certain 
families had contagious diseases in their homes in which their - 
family physician was not called or notifed. There was an attempt 
to educate the parents to at least report these cases.

We are approaching a war crisis and the fire dept. is one of 
the most critical services, next to our armed forces. It is a known 
fact that about 80% of all damage by bombings is caused by 
fire. 

There is also the threat of sabotage. We should have a man 
at the desk in the Central Fire House 24-hours a day, as soon as 
possible. There is plenty of work for one. I also believe we 
should have at least two men on duty at both the major stations. 

At the present time | am improving our radio communications 
system.

FIRE DEPARTMENT MAINTENANCE .. . 


During the year five old style fire alarm boxes were replaced 
with the most up-to-date boxes available. All boxes were checked 
for defects and operation, and a few painted as time permitted. 
This year rounded out the second year of the box replacement 
program and I sincerely hope we may continue to bring our 
system up-to-date. 

Two new extensions of fire alarm facilities were made during 
the year and one new box installed on existing lines. One 
extension was made on Lincoln Road from Granite Street to 
residence of Bradford. Box 85 was installed at this location. A new 
extension was made on Pemberton Street and into the various 
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streets of the Walpole Housing Authority. Two boxes were 
installed, No. 521 at Pemberton and Winthrop Street, No. 523 at 
Haynes and Vane Street. A new box No. 421 was installed on 
existing lines on Main Street opposite Staples Garage. 

The old wire on Stone Street from the Central Fire Station to 
School Street was replaced with new self-supporting aerial cable. 
This area is a vital link for the entire alarm system and was in a 
deplorable condition: In planning this reconstruction the future 
growth of the Town was a large factor and additional wires were 
provided in the cable for additional alarm circuits. 

All construction, wire, and boxes in the area of the 1950 street 
widening on Washington Street and West Street were relocated. 
All lines in the system were checked for defects and repaired 
where necessary. All limbs interfering with fire alarm circuit 
wires were trimmed or removed.

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It is a pleasure to compile statistics when the figures show 
improvement and growth as have those of the public library this 
year. Our 1950 records show more new borrowers, more new 
books and more books circulated than in 1949, which was a peak 
year. In fact, the increased circulation plus the larger number of 
borrowers has created a recent shortage of the newest titles which 
has led many patrons to believe that we are purchasing fewer 
new books. This is far from true. 

Television does not seem to have made its threatened inroads 
on the use of library books. It has apparently found its own place 
in people's lives without usurping that of books and reading. It 
is interesting to note that, in 1924, the librarian made a similar 
observation concerning radio. 

In the summer we were very much pleased and excited to 
receive a gift from Sweden, a treasure chest of books. Two and 
one-half years ago the boys and girls of Walpole, through the 
library, sent a treasure chest to Sweden as a gesture of friendship 
and good-will, with no thought of a return gift. Both children and 
grown-ups were greatly interested in the chest from Sweden, and 
many people came in to examine the books and pictures which 
it contained. 

This year we continued the inventory which was started in 
1949. Next summer we intend to complete it at the East Walpole 
Branch. 

In December a record-lending service was begun at the 
library. For a long time we have wanted to do this but have lacked 
the money. This year a sum of money was presented to the 
library by the Walpole Woman's Club, which made possible 
the beginning of our new project. A cabinet was purchased in 
which to store the records, and the remainder of the money, 
together with some from library trust fund interest was used to 
buy the starter set of twenty-eight record albums. From time 
to time we will purchase new ones, using the requests of patrons 
as a guide in selection. After consulting librarians who were 
experienced with record collections, we compiled a simple set of 
rules and announced our records ready for circulation. The 
response was most gratifying. The records seem to fill a real 
need, and we hope to add to the collection very soon. 

It is the children who use the library most. While only 40% 
of our registered borrowers are children, they read 52% of the 
books borrowed during 1950. About 1000 new children’s books 
were purchased last year, and added attractions for the boys and 
girls were the many interesting exhibits lent to the library by 
townspeople. Weekly story hours were held as usual during the 
winter months both at the Main Library and at the East Walpole 
Branch. In the summer vacation the reading club was an out- 
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standing success. Book Week, always the big week of the year 
at the library, was especially interesting this year. The program 
for the week was centered around the Swedish Treasure Chest. 
We are greatly indebted to Mrs. Robert Robinson, Mrs. Charles 
Johnson and Miss Louise Hobson (Medfield) who conducted 
special story hours, and to Mr. Carl Swenson who showed movies 
of Scandinavia. 

At this time we wish to express our appreciation to our many 
friends who presented books and flowers to the library and who 
lent exhibits during the year. Our thanks go to: Mrs. Clara June, 
Miss Kathryn Adams, the Misses Carolyn and Olive Towle, Mrs.

TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY .. . 


For a number of years the Trustees have realized that lighting 
in the Main Library is far below accepted minimum standard for 
libraries. 


The war precluded any consideration of plans that were 
being made for this needed change in 1941 and no action could 
be taken for the duration. 


Recognizing the growing need for better lighting, your 
Trustees last year requested an appropriation for the necessary 
installation to correct this nearly 50% below standard condition. 
Unfortunately we were unable to get any consideration for this 
proposal. 


Feeling that we must continue our efforts to afford adequate 
lighting to the reading public, the Trustees have this year again 
requested an appropriation for this purpose and hope for favor- 
able consideration by the Finance Committee and the Town. 


1950 has seen the establishment of a phonograph record 
library. The Trustees had been hopeful of starting such a service 
and the needed impetus was given by a gift of money from the 
Walpole Woman's Club. With this, a cabinet to hold the record 
albums was purchased and the remainder of the gift was used to 
buy records. In addition, money from Trust Funds was transferred 
to supplement the buying of records. 


The operation of this record library is modelled after the one 
in Framingham. A charge of 10 cents is made for a two weeks 
loan with a fine imposed if the record is damaged when returned. 


Book Week was unusually well patronized this past year. 
To supplement the display of books and pictures of other coun- 
tries, Miss Quinn, the Children's Librarian, arranged for movies 
and talks. Both the Main Library and the Branch Library reported 
capacity audiences for their programs. 
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The library offers a special service to children during the 
summer when a Reading Club is in operation. During the summer 
of 1950, 295 children were members of the club. 


The Librarian's report shows a great increase in circulation 
(approximately 40% in 10 years), and a comparison of these 
figures with those of other towns of similar size shows Walpole 
far ahead. Our citizens read! 


The Trustees wish to thank the staff for its interest and industry 
and the public for its cooperation and understanding during the 
past year.

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New Stone School—The most important and certainly the most 
imposing item for 1950 was the completion 
of the new Stone School. Construction was started late in 
November of 1949, and was completed to the point where all 
classes were at work in their respective classrooms by the middle 
of September in 1950. Our Townspeople have expressed them- 
selves in no uncertain terms as being extremely well pleased 
with the appearance and lay-out of the building. The Principal 
and Teachers are finding it a splendid building in which to carry 
on the educational work for which it was planned and designed. 
The Building Committee is confident that it has sponsored 
the construction of a building which is substantial in construction 
and which will call for a minimum of maintenances. 


Work with the Teachers Advisory Committee — The Teachers 

Advisory Committee met with the School Committee 
and submitted recommendations for inclusion in the Rules and 
Regulations of the School Committee. Of these recommendations 
the following were approved by the School Committee. 


l. A new schedule of pay-days was made effective February 


2. The duties of the Teacher Advisory Committee were 
broadened to include recommendations of various kinds. 


3. Differentials in salary maximums were established. 


4. A salary status for holders of an Advanced Credit Certifi- 
cate was created. 


5. Substitution of travel for University Courses, under certain 
conditions, was approved. 


Growth in School Population—In our Annual Report of a year 

ago, we called attention to the 
probable increases to be expected over the next few years, and 
to the consequent need for giving serious consideration to adding 
classrooms to take care of those increases. 


The increase was not evident in the Fall of 1950 when the 
number entering Grade one was less than it had been in 1948. 
It is not expected now that the class entering Grade One in the 
fall of 1951 will be notably larger than those of 1949 and 1950. 
This is in line with State-wide experience. This is shown on the 
accompanying graphs It is to 1952 and subsequent years that 
we must give attention.

The trend of these figures appears visually in the four graphs. 
They show the trend for the next few years as estimated and 
projected by the School Department for Walpole schools. This 
prediction is extraordinarily similar to the State-wide predictions. 
This similarity confirms us in our belief that our estimates of class- 
room needs in the immediate future are reasonable. 


Columns A, B and C above— 
A—Classrooms needed 
B—Classrooms available exclusive of old Stone School 
C—Classrooms available if old Stone School is called back into use 


Implications for Grades 1-6 
If these predictions are realized, eight more classrooms will 
be needed in 1955 than are in use in 1950-1951. Specifically, 
from recent building trends, it would appear that more rooms 
will be needed in the Bird, Fisher and Plimpton areas. 


Implications for Grades 7-8 

At the Bird and High School buildings, a total of nine class- 
rooms has been sufficient for many years. 

However, it would appear that the larger classes which have 
been entering our lower grades will reach Grade 7 in 1953. 
From that time, our Junior High School enrollment will con- 
tinue to increase, with a need for five more classrooms in 1955 
than are in use in 1950-1951. 


Implications for Grades 9-12 
It would appear that the rising tide will reach the High School 
in 1955. Certainly, by 1956, the High School will need the 
classrooms now occupied by Junior High School classes. 
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Implications for the Town 

1. The four rooms at the Bird School now occupied by Grades 
7 and 8 will soon be needed by Grades 1 to 6. Where will 
Grades 7 and 8 go? 

2. The Fisher School has four classrooms. Apparently, a 
2-room addition will be needed within a year or two. 

3. Plimpton Junior High consisting of five classrooms and now 
located in the High School building must look forward to 
relinquishing their rooms to the Senior High School. 
Where will Grades 7 and 8 go? 


Receipts on Account of Schools—Each year, the Town receives 
an income from the operation 
of its schools. This income is increasing each year. In 1947, 
the amount received by the Town was approximately $32,000. 
In 1948, it was-$38,396.50. In 1949, the income was $42,366.32. In 
1950 it was $54,425.42. This is a substantial reduction of the School 
Department annual Budget. The money is not available to the 
School Department, but goes into the General Income account of 
the Town. If it were permissible to allocate this income in the form 
of a credit against the annual Appropriation for schools, it would 
more truly reflect the actual cost to the citizens for that part of 
the Town Budget for which the School Department is responsible.

PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL ... 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as principal of 
Walpole High School. 

The number of pupils attending school is somewhat larger 
this year. When the size of the four classes in the school is 
considered the following is true.

The number of graduates of the class of 1950 who enrolled in 
college or other schools of advanced learning was the largest we 
have had. More than 25 students are representing our school in 
this manner. We are confident they will be successful if the past 
experience of our graduates in college is considered. 

Our school continues in the class A rating, graded by the 
state department of education. Our graduates have been success- 
ful in college and school work and our teachers have continued 
to maintain a high standard of work in all subjects. This means 
that the school has a reputation of providing pupils with an edu- 
cation which will prepare them to go to college or other schools 
and help them to be successful in other kinds of activity beyond 
school as well as helping them to become good citizens. We are 
very anxious to maintain and continue this high standard. 


ScHOOL DEPARTMENT 75 


The guidance department always is trying by means of 
tests, group meetings and personal interviews, to help pupils to 
select school subjects which they will be able to successfully 
complete as well as to satisfy their interests and be within their 
abilities. A study of the curricula and subjects selected by pupils 
shows that over 40% are enrolled in the college preparatory 
group. The work of the college preparatory curricula attempts to 
do only one thing and that is to prepare pupils for successful 
college attendance. There is no question about the results of the 
work of the teachers and the value of the subjects taught in this 
curricula. It can be stated that any well prepared pupil can be 
successful in the curricula if he will faithfully do the required 
work. Moreover, he can be sure of being admitted to college 
either by the recommendation of the school or by college board 
examinations. We do not find, however, that 40% of our pupils 
go to college. The percentage is nearer 20% or less. Therefore, 
parents should be very careful in advising the college preparatory 
course for pupils unless they are well prepared and have definite 
plans for college. The amount of work required for this curricula 
cannot be lessened and have the school still maintain a high 
standard of work which the colleges will recognize. 

There are four other curricula which a pupil may select. These 
are the civic arts which gives a broad, general, high school 
education in which courses in citizenship are emphasized. The 
household arts work prepares girls for home making and many 
related fields of activity. Boys may receive an excellent training 
in general shop procedure and mechanical drawing in the manual 
arts Course. The Commercial course prepares pupils to enter 
various fields of the business world. 

These curricular should be carefully considered by parents 
and pupils so that the proper course, which will give the best 
training, is selected. The standards of these courses are more 
readily adjusted to the abilities of the pupils than is the college 
preparatory work. 

The Mother's Club has supplied our school assemblies with 
several excellent speakers during the year. 

We have been able this year to increase the offering in the 
drivers’ education course by having the use of a dual control car. 
There are about 25 pupils who are taking this course and will 
become good drivers when the course is completed. 

Pupils and teachers of the school have taken part in several 
programs given by the parent-teachers’ association during the 
year. 
With an additional teacher, we are able to have the library 
open every period in the day. This enables pupils in subjects 
such as English, history and science to secure additional informa- 
tion which increases knowledge. We hope to increase the num- 
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ber of books in these and related subjects through a generous 
offer made by Yale University. 

The high school building is at present adequate for the 
needs of the population. The rooms are large and attractive but 
the lighting in some sections could be improved by the use of 
fluorescent fixtures. Many visitors to the school comment favor- 
ably on the cleanliness of the building and its general attractive 
appearance. 

The organization of the school is made up of 17 home rooms. 
The classes in the various subjects are not large and no room is 
overcrowded. The pupil-teacher ratio in September was 22 pupils 
tor each teacher.

SUPERVISOR OF ART... 


Retrospection motivates serious thought concerning what the 
purpose has been throughout the many years during which there 
has been a gradual but definite transition from traditional draw- 
ing lessons toward contemporary methods of art instruction. 
Evaluation is constantly taking place as efforts are made to merge 
the best old and new methods of teaching while endeavoring to 
attain the highest standard possible. 

There is, to some, a satisfaction in seeing and causing to be 
produced finished, detailed drawings resulting from close imita- 
tion of a teacher’s demonstration. Such drawings arouse little or 
no adverse comment; they are admired by many. That way of 
teaching is, consequently, gratifying since some children have 
attractive pictures to take home. No consideration is given, how- 
ever, to the fact that art is essentially emotional, the expression of 
the individual's feeling. Art is possibly the school activity which 
affords maximum opportunity for purposeful emotional stimula- 
tion. It is natural for children to respond emotionally whereas 
intellectual reaction is more characteristic of adults. Children 
- can imitate successfully, but the results are not in accordance with 
the definition of art to be found in this report. 

Parents and teachers should be aware of the fact that there 
is a value to child art which must be preserved and fostered so 
that children may learn through art personally and intellectually. 
Maturation with adequate guidance will result in the desired 
technical achievement. Emphasis upon drawing rather than upon 
honest, individual expression of thought will result in very limited 
benefits in later life. We should be proud of the drawings which 
children create. We should recognize art as a means of drawing 
out their ideas rather than of merely pouring into their minds the 
thoughts and methods of others. 

Anticipation of the future requirements of society indicates a 
need for not only appreciation of the past but an awareness of 
the participation in contemporary and future trends. The Christ- 
mas windows painted by the High School students, for instance, 
were inspired this year by a study of the following masters: Burne, 
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Jones, Mabuse, Durer, and Murillo representing various countries. 
The purpose was to stimulate a feeling of respect for the contribu- 
tions of people of other lands. The style called modern art cannot, 
nevertheless, be ignored since people will continue to observe 
symbolic, abstract and non-objective art in commercial advertis- 
ing and industrial design. 

Art may be defined as the creative expression of ideas. 
Progress is the result of ideas. Children uninhibited in their original 
expression of ideas, but skilfully guided toward the eventual appli- 
cation of art principles, possess a wealth of potential ability essen- 
tial to this scientific age and changing world. 

Adults should understand that drawings created during 
periods of rapt concentration are significant. The sensitivity of the 
creator, his reaction to the response of others, must be taken into 
consideration. The artist as teacher understands how child artists 
feel and, therefore, is prepared through specialized training and 
experience to encourage art expression while providing necessary 
instruction in accordance with the needs of individuals or groups. 
Such teaching has definite educational value and requires much 
more teaching skill than the sort of instruction which is based upon 
imitation. 

Children draw interesting pictures. They are taught that the 
production of a thing of beauty gives pleasure to the artist and to 
others. They, however, perform as child artists only when they 
are confident that their efforts will be received with understanding. 

The foregoing philosophical comments indicate the basic 
explanation of the way in which art is being offered. Learning by 
means of art is an educationally desirable goal maintained by 
leaders in the field of art education 

The relationship between art and daily living enriches ordin- 
ary experiences to such an extent that, looking back upon the » 
past, it is possible to recall many pleasant activities and incidents 
which have contributed toward the joy of teaching. There is a 
constant fascination because of the challenging newness of the 
future.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION .. . 


In the Junior High School during the fall, techniques and 
elementary games involving these skills were taught, followed 
during the winter by a program of folk and square dancing, 
marching, exercises, apparatus and tumbling and volley ball 
skills and games. In the spring season emphasis was placed on 
softball skills and games and some volley ball out-of-doors. 
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Field hockey, volley ball and soft ball games were played by 
the Bird and Plimpton Junior High Schools as an outgrowth of 
class work and after-school practices. 

This past year it has been possible to have after-school games, 
which are voluntary, on other days than Friday because of the 
shortened school day at Bird School. This has been more satis- 
factory than the previous arrangement as more girls are able to 
participate. 

Through the cooperation of Mr. Conaty of the Manual Arts 
Department, a set of goal posts was made for each school to be 
used for field hockey, soccer, ond numerous other games and 
these have been most helpful. 

In the elementary schools, the program of activities included 
rhythms, stunts and tumbling, games of low organization that 
involved the use of large muscles, while in the upper elementary 
grades, activities were used that required a higher degree of 
coordination. 

A short program of folk and country dancing was put on by a 
group of pupils from the fourth, fifth and sixth grades of the 
Plimpton School for the Plimpton School Parent-Teachers 
Association. 

With the completion of the new Stone School a broader 
program of activities during the indoor season is anticipated now 
that an All-purpose room is available. Formerly all of the winter 
program had to be done in the classroom which has meant limited 
activity and adopting or eliminating entirely activities considered 
desirable in elementary schools. Tumbling will be given for all 
grades and a broadened program of folk and square dancing in 
the upper grades as well as additional ball handling skills and 
games. 

Our program of physical education is in line with modern 
educational concepts adopting it to facilities and conditions avail- 
able in the various schools when necessary. 

Adequate physical activity in the elementary school is most 
important for the development of a strong physique. In planning 
the work for elementary schools a vigorous program with a variety 
of activity is emphasized since these are the power-building years 
as far as the individual's body is concerned.

SUPERVISOR OF HOUSEHOLD ARTS ... 


The Junior High School clothing class girls are proud wearers 
of their garments made at school. With the extended use of 
streamlined methods and better working facilities, garments of 
their selection are made better and quicker than ever before. 
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The goal is at least two garments for each girl in grade 8. The 
7th grade work on smocks has been very pleasant and we are 
all looking forward to wearing these gayly colored smocks in our 
modernized kitchen. 


The 6th graders are extremely busy learning the intricacies 
of both treadle and electric sewing machines to prepare them for 
making their skirts and blouses. 


The Foods classes in Junior High will progress following the 
pattern set in the outline, including basic cooking and baking; 
meal planning, purchasing, preparing and serving foods eco- 
nomically for an average budget. 


The Home Economics classes in the High School have shown 
an increased enrollment this year A steady growth seems appar- 
ent and interest in the work consistently grows. One reason for 
this is probably the new equipment and modernized Cooking 
Room which has been a great boon in the teaching of modern 
methods of Homemaking. 


The Homemaking classes completed a new Child Care 
Course in Baby Sitting. This was very interesting and practical 
and was a perfect example of the Discussion Method of teaching. 
Many of the 40 girls enrolled have been able to procure work as a 
result of participation in this class. The Homemaking classes have 
also completed a project on “Improving My Bedroom” and a 
course on “Social Customs, Etiquette and Manners.”’ These courses 
will be followed by work in Dressmaking. 


The Home Management III class has studied Consumer Buy- 
ing, and has done considerable detailed work on the buying and 
cost of Foods, Clothing and Household Articles. This will be 
followed by a course in Home Furnishing and Interior Decorating. 

The regular Home Economics I and II classes were combined 
this year. Half the year was given over to the study of Meal 
Planning and Preparation, Nutrition and Food Preservation. The 
second half of the year constituted work in Clothing and a study 
of Textiles. Each girl makes three garments for herself of various 
fabrics — wool, cotton, rayon or nylon, and one childs garment. 

It is our aim to make these classes as practical as possible 
but also to combine some of the theory of good home practices. 
We would like to make these classes available to more students 
in the High School. It would seem that every girl has need of some 
training in this work to prepare for future life.

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SUPERVISOR OF MANUAL ARTS ... 


We started the 1950 school year with three hundred and fifty 
students enrolled in the Shop Courses in grades six through 
twelve. Of this number, two-thirds are enrolled in grades six, 
seven, and eight, under the instruction of Mr. Thomas Cairney. 
The Civic Arts Course for High School Students is under the 
instruction of Mr. Stanley Dziejma, and the Manual Arts Course 
for High School Students is under my instruction. 


The pattern of the year so far, has closely followed the 
previous ones, but upset world conditions make our supplies 
expensive and hard to obtain. Consequently, economy is the 
by-word of our classes. The boys are engaged in applying the 
knowledge gained through instruction in the various phases of 
Woodworking and Woocdfinishing, to the building of many diversi- 
fied projects which will be useful in the home. We are called upon 
at times to make emergency repairs to the building and its 
equipment. 


At an early P.T.A. Meeting this year, that body decided to 
sponsor a teachers’ dining and rest room, and one hundred dollars 
was appropriated to purchase curtain material, paint, and other 
things for this room. It was our shop task to help make this room 
a reality by painting the floor, and repairing and painting sundry 
pieces of furniture which we were able to collect in and about the 
building. This room is now in use and is a very popular meeting 
place for the teachers during lunch periods and before they leave 
in the late afternoon. 


In November we had an Open House Night in the shops and 
drafting room for the members of the P.T.A. and received many 
compliments on the work produced by the boys. 


Our Shop Courses cover instruction in the following areas: 
general basic tool processes; advanced tool processes; machine 
operation, care and maintenance; safety; planning; design; wood- 
finishing; identification of materials; and correlation of Mechanical 
Drawing, Mathematics, Geography, Botany, Industrial History, 
and Civics. 


The Mechanical Drawing Courses cover instruction in Con- 
structive Geometry, Orthographic Projection, Development of 
Surfaces, Devices for Transmission of Power, Small Machine 
Design, Architectural Drawing and Construction, Freehand Sketch- 
ing, and Aircraft Drawing and Design.

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CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE . . . 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents 
herein its sixteenth annual report. 

The following officers were elected at the December meeting: 
Mr. Gilbert W. Anderson, Chairman; Mrs. Katharine Chick, 
Secretary. 

The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following 
excerpts from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 


“In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be known as the “Charles Fales Fund,” to the Town of Walpole, 
Massachusetts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of 
Trust Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have 
created a board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance 
with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two 
years from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustees so 
to do. The income from said funds to be used for scholarships to be 
paid as hereinafter provided to students, male or female, of the 
Schools of the Town who become students at any university, col- 
lege or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as practical 
each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and to be paid 
to each undergraduate in a university, college, or institute to whom 
it may be awarded by a Committee to be known as the Charles 
PFales Fund Scholarship Committee,” which Committee shall 
consist of the Superintendent of the Schools of Walpole for the 
time being, the Principal of the High School of Walpole for the 
time being, and if there be any time more than one High School 
in Walpole the Principals of each High School for the time being, 
and the members for the time being of the School Committee or 
other body having charge of the Schools of Walpole. The awards 
of Scholarships shall be for one year and shall be made during 
the month of December of each and every year. Said Scholar- 
ship Committee shall keep a record of its doings and make a 
report to the Town at the end of each year. It shall so far as 
practical keep in touch with the progress and standing of each 
student to whom an award of a scholarship has been made. It is 
not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee in making 
their award, but there are these factors which I desire they should 
take into consideration — Character, Scholarship, and Physical 
and Mental Vigor. I also desire that students wishing to extend 
their education along technical lines, shall, other things being 
equal be given preference” 


The amount available for distribution this year was $3,221.32. 
In accordance with the provisions of the will that scholarships are 


to be as nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred 
dollars, eight scholarships were awarded.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Walpole for the year ending 
December 31, 1950, and report thereon as follows: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills for 
collection were examined, checked, and verified by comparison with 
the records of the town treasurer and the town accountant, 


The books and accounts in the office of the town accountant were 
examined and checked. The general and appropriation accounts in the 
ledger were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and a balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of the town on December 31, 
1950 was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The appropriations and loan authorizations were compared with 
the town clerk’s records of financial votes passed in town meetings, 
while the transfers from the reserve fund were checked to the finance 
committee’s records of such transfers. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The cash book was footed throughout, the recorded 
receipts were analyzed and compared with the departmental records 
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of payments to the treasurer and with the other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury, while the disbursements were 
compared with the accountant’s books and with the treasury warrants. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on January 24, 1951 was proved by 
actual count of ithe cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks in which town funds 
are deposited. 


The payments made for maturing debt and interest were compared 
with the cancelled securities and coupons on file and with the amounts 
falling due. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined. The amounts transferred from the tax levies to the 
tax title account were reconciled with the tax collector’s books, and 
the redemptions of tax titles and sales of tax possessions were com- 
pared with the treasurer’s receipts. The tax titles on hand were 
further verified by checking with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 
It is recommended that all tax titles held over two years be foreclosed 
by the treasurer, in accordance with the provisions of Section 50, 
Chapter 60, General Laws. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ments of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer were examined and listed, The income was proved, the 
expenditures and transfers to the town were verified, and the cash on 
hand was proved by actual count. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax and assessment accounts outstanding accord- 
ing to the previous examination and all subsequent commitments were 
audited and compared with the warrants issued for their collection. 
The recorded collections were compared with the payments to the 
treasurer, the abatements were checked with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the collector of water charges were 
examined and checked. The commitments were proved, the cash books 
were footed, the payments to the treasurer were verified, the abate- 
ments were checked to the departmental records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the town accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, assessment, 
and water accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, and from the replies received thereto it appears that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The assessors’ records of apportioned and suspended sewer assess- 
ments were examined and checked. The amounts apportioned during 
the year were verified, the apportionments added to taxes were 
checked, the payments to the treasurer in advance were compared 
with the treasurer’s cash book, and the apportioned assessments not 
due were listed and reconciled to the town accountant’s ledger. 


Interest at the rate of four per cent annually should be charged 
and collected on all suspended sewer assessments, in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 83, General Laws. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The records of dog and sporting licenses issued and of 
receipts for marriage permits, recording fees, and miscellaneous 
charges were checked, The payments to the State and the town were 
verified and the cash on hand was proved. 


The surety bonds furnished by the several town officials required 
to file such bonds were examined and found to be in proper form. | 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the selectmen, the 
building inspector, and the health department were examined and 
checked and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures, from 
hall rentals and the dental clinic, as well as of the highway and library 
departments, were examined and checked, the payments to the 
treasurer being verified. 


The school department records of receipts on account of the 
cafeteria, from the athletic contests, etc., were examined and checked. 
The payments to the town treasurer were verified and the cash on 
hand was proved by actual count. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and the collector’s 
cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, assess- 
ment, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, as well as tables 
showing the condition and transactions of the trust and investment 
funds. 


For the cooperation extended by all town officials during the 
progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.

Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate by transfer, raise and appropriate by borrowing a sum of 
money for the Highway Department, or do or act anything in 
relation thereto. 

On motion made and seconded, it was 

Voted: that the Town vote to raise and appropriate by 
transfer from the Excess and Deficiency Account $2,000.00 for the 
Highway Department. 

Article 10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate by 
transfer, raise and appropriate by borrowing a sum of money for 
the Police Department Expense Account, or do or act anything 
in relation thereto. 

On motion made and seconded, it was 

Voted: that the Town raise and appropriate by a transfer 
from the Police Department Salary Account the sum of $1372.04 
for the Police Department Expense Account. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate by 
transfer, raise and appropriate by borrowing a sum of money for 
Water Department Maintenance, or do or act anything in relation 
thereto. 

On motion made and seconded, it was 

Voted: that the Town raise and appropriate by transfer from 
the Water Department available surplus the sum of $7,000.00 for 
Water Department Maintenance. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate by 
transfer, raise and appropriate by borrowing a sum of money for 
Civilian Defense, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 

On motion made and seconded, it was 

Voted: that the Town vote to transfer from the Excess and 
Deficiency Account $100.00 to Civilion Defense Expense Account. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will build a sidewalk on the 
easterly side of Main Street, a distance of approximately 700 feet, 
between the Neponset River and the Thomas H. Crowley Post 
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No. 104 American Legion Home, raise and appropriate, by 
transfer, raise and appropriate by borrowing a sum of money 
therefor, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 

On motion made and seconded, it was 

Voted: that the Town raise and appropriate by transfer from 
the Excess and Deficiency Account the sum of $700.00 to surface 
the sidewalk on the easterly side of Main Street, a distance of 
approximately 700 feet, between the Neponset River and the 
Thomas H. Crowley Post No. 104 American Legion. 

No further business to come before the meeting, the Moderator 
declared the meeting dissolved at 8:10 P.M.

County Treasurer (to fill vacancy), for Norfolk County 
and to vote on the following questions: 


Question No. 1 
Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the 
constitution summarized below which was approved by the 
General Court in a joint session of the two branches held June 9, 
1947, received 244 votes in the affirmative and 0 in the negative, 
and in a joint session of the two branches held June 8, 1949, 
received 242 votes in the affirmative and 7 in the negative? 


Summary 

This proposed amendment of the Constitution provides for 
the time when the respective terms of office of the governor, 
lieutenant-governor and councillors shall begin and the time when 
their respective terms shall end. It also makes provision relative 
to the succession to the office of governor in the event of death of 
the governor elect before qualification for the office of governor; 
and it further makes provision relative to the succession to the 
office of governor in the event of the death of both the governor 
elect and the lieutenant-governor elect before qualification for 
their respective offices. 


Question No. 2 

Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the 
constitution summarized below which was approved by the 
General Court in a joint session of the two branches held June 4, 
1948, received 154 votes in the affirmative and 44 in the negative, 
and in a joint session of the two branches held June 8, 1949, 
received 160 votes in the affirmative and 93 in the negative?

Summary 
This proposed amendment to the Constitution provides for an 
increase in the number of signatures of qualified voters required 
upon an initiative or upon a referendum petition, and it further 
makes provision for changes in legislative procedures thereon 
with reference to dates upon, or within which, acts shall be done 
in the various stages necessary to be taken upon such petitions. 


Question No. 3 
Do you approve of a law summarized below on which the 
House of Representatives did not vote and on which the Senate 
did not vote? 


Summary 
This measure provides for minimum payments of seventy-five 
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dollars per month, or eighty-five dollars per month if blind, as 
assistance to deserving aged persons who have reached the age 
of sixty-three years or over and are in need of relief and support. 


Question No. 4 
Do you approve of a law summarized below on which the 
House of Representatives did not vote and on which the Senate 
did not vote. 


Summary 

This measure provides for the creation of a Massachusetts 
Commission for the purpose of conducting once every month a 
lottery drawing to raise additional funds by means of tickets sold 
to the public, within the Commonwealth, the net proceeds to be 
divided as follows: 50 per cent to the winners as prizes, 35 per cent 
for assistance to needy aged persons, 7¥2 per cent for assistance 
to needy blind persons, 72 per cent for assistance to dependent 
children. 

Question No. 5 

Do you approve of a law summarized below which was dis- 
approved in the House of Representatives by a vote of 77 in the 
affirmative and 139 in the negative and in the Senate by a vote 
of 13 in the affirmative and 25 in the negative? 


Summary 
The proposed measure strikes out the first sentence of Section 
113-B of Chapter 175 of the General Laws (Tercentenary Edition) 
as most recently amended by Section 4 of Chapter 459 of the 
Acts of 1935, and inserts in place thereof a sentence which 
provides that the Commissioner of Insurance shall annually, on 
or before September fifteenth, after due hearing and investiga- 
tion, fix and establish fair and reasonable classifications of risks 
and adequate, just reasonable and nondiscriminatory premium 
charges to be used and charged by insurance companies in 
connection with the issue or execution of motor vehicle liability 
policies or bonds, as defined in section 34A of Chapter 90 of the 
General Laws, for the ensuing calendar year or any part thereof, 
but said classifications and premium charges shall be uniform 
throughout the Commonwealth and shall not be fixed or estab- 

lished according to districts or zones.

A. Shall the pari-mutuel system of betting on licensed horse 
races be permitted in this County?

A. Shall licenses be granted in this town for the sale therein

B. Shall licenses be granted in this town for the sale therein 
of wines and malt beverages (wines and beer, ale and all other 
malt beverages)? 


C. Shall licenses be granted in this town for the sale therein 
of all alcoholic beverages in packages, so called, not to be drunk 
on the premises? 


Question No. 8 

(a) If a voter desires that this town shall declare by popular 
referendum that a shortage of rental housing accommodations 
exists which requires the continuance of federal rent control in 
this town after December thirty-first, nineteen hundred and fifty, 
and until the close of June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and fifty-one, 
in accordance with the provisions of the Housing and Rent Act of 
1950, he will vote “YES” on said Question. 

(b) If he desires that federal rent control shall cease to be in 
effect in this town at the close of December thirty-first, nineteen 
hundred and fifty, he will vote “NO” on said question. If a 
majority of the votes cast in any such city or town in answer to 
said question is in the affirmative, such city or town shall be 
deemed to have declared by popular referendum, pursuant to the 
Housing and Rent Act of 1950, that a shortage of rental accommo- 
dations exists which requires the continuance of federal rent 
control in such city or town after December thirty-first, nineteen 
hundred and fifty, and until the close of June thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and fifty-one, in accordance with the provisions of said 
act. If a majority of the votes cast in any such city or town in 
answer to said question is not in the affirmative, such city or 
town shall be deemed not to have declared by popular referen- 
dum, pursuant to the Housing and Rent Act of 1950, that a shortage 
of rental accommodations exists which requires the continuance 
of federal rent control in such city or town after December thirty- 
first, nineteen hundred and fifty. 

Shall a declaration be made by popular referendum, pursuant 
to the Housing and Rent Act of 1950, that a shortage of rental 
housing accommodation exists which requires the continuance of 
federal rent control in this town after December thirty-first, nineteen 
hundred and fifty and until the close of June thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and fifty-one, in accordance with the provisions of said 
Act?
